Portumna, County Galway, Irish 
Free State, Oct. 4 (A.P.).—Evidences of 
incendiarism were uncovered today 
after a fire had been extinguished at 
Portumna Castle, where elaborate 
preparations had been made for the 
arrival this Saturday of the owner, 
Viscount Lascelles, and his wife, 
Princess Mary. 

The stables and the garage were bad- 
ly damaged and local civic guards 
found four empty. gasoline tins in a 
harness room. 

Guards also found traces of gasoline 
around the main building and some of 
the outbuildings containing offices. 
This strengthened thc theory that the 
fire was the result of malicious intent. 

Twenty-five tons of hay was burned 
at another Irish estate of Lord Las- 
celles. Plans for the coming of the 
lord and lady of the castle have not, 
however, been changed. It will be the 


first visit of Princess Mary to Ireland 
and her husband’s first appearance at 
his Galway estate since his marriage to 
the daughter of King George. 

Also it will be the first visit of Brit- 
ish royalty .o Ireland since King 
George and Queen Mary went to Bel- 
fast in 1921 for the opening of the 
Ulster parliament. After their sojourn 
here the princess and Lord Lascelles 
intend to pay an official visit to the 
governor of northern Ireland and the 
Duchess of Abercorn at Belfast.

Mexico City. Oct. 4 (A.P.).—Humber- 
to Obregon, 21, eldest son of the late 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon, was expected to- 
night at the White Cross Hospital here 
to recover from a bullet wound in his 
left breast inflicted in the early hours 
of this morning. 

In the meantime two explanaticus 
have been made of the wound; one, by 
friends, that he shot himself in an at- 
tempt at suicide, and another, by the 
police, that he accidentally shot him- 
self. 

The generally-accepted version of the 
shooting is that between 2 and 3 o’clock 
this morning young Obregon was re- 
turning from a ball with a group of 
friends, among them a Senorita Florita 
Vega, described as his fiance. Their 
automobile stopped in front of the 
residence of Fernando Torreblanca, 
where Humberto was to spend the 
night. 

The youth had left the automobile 
and was walking toward the house 
when he was seen to fire a pistol which 
he held in his hand some say, aiming 
it at his heart. 

The friends assisted him to the White 
Cross Hospital, where it was found that 
the bullet entering the left breast had 
-been deflected by a rib before it reached 
his heart. 

Here the friends are saiq to have 
given their version of the shooting, 
declaring that young Obregon had shot 
himself and assigning as a reason a 
growing despondency since the death 
of his father last summer Previously, 
however, police headquarters had given 
out a statement in which it was said 
he had fallen to the ground as the re- 
sult of a slight accident earlier, and had 
discharged the gun accidentally in his 
fall.

The United States and the League 
of Nations have come to a parting of 
the ways so far as further efforts to 
regulate or curb opium traffic between 
nations is concerned. The lack of con- 
fidence which America éntertains to- 
ward the sincerity of the league's ef- 
forts is the known cause of America's 
position. 

Accordingly, Secretary of State Kel- 
logg has notified the league that the 
United States declines ta participate in 
the appointment of a permanent cen- 
tra! hoard to deal with the opium prob- 
lem, which board has been set up as 
part of the league's machinery de- 
creed by the international Geneva 


‘opium convention of 1925. 


An invitation to the United States 
to nominate a person to participate 
in the naming of the board is declined 
Sy Mr. Kellogg. The Kellogg communi- 
cation to the league was made public 
at the State Department yesterday. 

“Although in the matter of manu- 
factured drugs and the control of 


‘transportation the Geneva convention 


May be regarded as an improvement 
over The Hague convention of 1912.” 
Secretary Kellogg states, “yet in the 
opinion of this Government the Ge- 
neva convention is unsatisfactory in 
certain respects of sufficient impor- 
tance to preclude this 
from adhering to the convention and 
from participating in the selection of 
the board provided for by the conven- 
tion. 
Production Not Curtailed. 


“Among the matters which this Gov- 
ernment regards as not adequately 
in the Geneva convention 
are the limitation of the production 
of raw opium and coca leaves to the 
medicinal and scientific needs of the 
world, and the control of the produc- 
tion and distribution of all opium and 
coca leaf derivitives. 

Furthermore, the Geneva convention 
tends to destroy the unity of purpose 
and joint responsibility of the powers 
accomplished by The Hague conven- 
tion and which this Government re- 
gards as essential to an effective con- 
trol of the traffic in narcotic drugs. 

“The American Government believes 
that, until there can be devised some 
substitute for The Hague convention 
more satisfactory than the (Geneva 
convention, the eradication of the 
abuse of narcotic drugs would be more 
likely to be exehieved by strict ob- 
servance of the provisions of The 
Hague convention.” 

Mr. Keiloge’s note to the league was 


written after consultation with Dr. 
Rupert Blue, head of the Public 
Health Service, and Representative 


Stephen G. Porter, who was the Ameri- 
can delegate to the Geneva opium con- 
ference of 1925. 

This latter conference began under 
most promising ‘auspices and it was 
assumed that the league members seri- 
ously contemplated some international 
arrangement whereby abuses in the 
traffic in narcotic drugs would be cor- 
rected. 

But as the work of the conference at 
Geneva progressed several of the pow- 
ers, especially Great Britain, appeared 
loath to take any steps which would 
actually curtail the production of raw 
Opium or effectively regulate the traffic 
where such regulation might adversely 


affect financial interests of British 
- concerns. 
sents Ot Blocked by Other Powers. 


In other words, there was a tendency 
at the league conference to provide for 
“more and better opium” rather than 
to really curb the supply and the 
American delegation withdrew from 
the conference before the completion 
of its work. 

In explaining this withdrawal, Se:- 
retary Kellogg said in a letter to Sen- 
ator Smoot, under date of March 23, 
1928, that the delegation withdrew 
“because it was forced to the conclu- 
sion that the convention which was 
being drawn up did not conform to 
the principles and policy iaid down in 
the joint resolution under which they 
were instructed to act for this Govern- 
ment.”

ROSIKA SCHWIMMER. 
has 
to 
internationalist 
and pacifist, who wishes to become a citizen of 
the United States. Her petition was denied by 
the United States District Court in Chicago on 
November 14 last, on the ground that she 
not attached to the Constitution of the United 
States and well disposed to the good order and 
happiness of the same, and further because 
she is unable to take the oath of allegiance 
without a reservation. The circuit court of 
appeals overruled this decision, and now the 
United States, through the Solicitor General, 
asks the Supreme Court to decide whether or 
not Rosika Schwimmer is a fit person to be 
granted the privileges of citizenship. 

In her testimony Rosika Schwimmer said:

I have no sense of nationalism, only a 
cosmic consciousness of belonging to the 
human family. 

In response to questions Rosika Schwimmer 
said that she was ‘“‘opposed in principle to the 
bearing of arms in defense of the government 
by men qualified by physical condition and 
age.”’ She said she did not believe in organized 
government, because organized government 
can not exist without military defense. She 
admitted that she could not take the vath of 
allegiance to the American flag without mak- 
ing a mental reservation. 

Why does Rosika Schwimmer wish to be- 
come an American citizen, when its Constitu- 
tion and Government are so obnoxious to her? 
The answer is found in the fact that she is a 
professional pacifist and earns money by lec- 
turing to American audiences, endeavoring to 
inculcate in American citizens hatred of their 
Government and opposition to service in its 
defense. . 

The admission of such a person to citizen- 
ship wou'd be an insult to Americanism and a 
fraud upon the Government. It would sup- 
port and defend an enemy, and provide facil- 
ities for that enemy in teaching Americans to 
be disloyal] in an emergency.

POWDERED COAL. 
Because of her island position and 
shipé, 
news is important to the people of 
Great Britain, says the Terre Haute 
Tribune. Therefore the London news- 
papers have made considerable fuss 
over the performance of the Stuartstar, 
a cargo steamer of 10,500 tons, which 
recently completed a long journey in 
which pulverized coal was used for fuel 
under one of her four boilers. The 
re.ults were so good that the owners 
are converting a second boiler for the 
same fuel. Another British ship, now 
building, will use powdered coal from 
the start. 

The matters are interesting; but it 
is even more interesting to us that the 
same papers which grow excited over 
th. performance of the Stuartstar say 
that an American vessel, the Mercer, 
o\. ed by the Shipping Board, has been 
using powdered coal for some months. 
and has crossed the Atlantic several 
times with this fuel. This pioneer has 
evidently been watched closely by 
British vessel owners; she has received 
scant, if any, publicity on this side. 

» Powdered coal claims several ad- 
vantages over coal in the lump. It is 
pulverized on board the vessel and the 
powder blown into the furnaces by 
compressed air. Practically complete 
combustion is obtained. Much smaller 
size of coal can be used, and, there- 
fore, cheaper; on the Stuartstar the 
difference in price amounted to about 
$1.50 a ton. Daily consumption was 
about two tons less than in the fur- 
naces using lump coal, and the effi- 
ciency of the boiler was about 15 per

How old was Methuselah? asks the 
Terre Haute Tribune.

Opponents of the Great Northern 
Pacific consolidation proposal, for com- 
bining the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific Railroads into a single sys- 
tem. yesterday presented arguments be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion.

~ URGED BY BANKERS 


‘Would Restrict the Corporate 
. Withdrawals for Use on 
Stock Loans. 


SEE RISE IN FARM PRICES 


Philadelphia, Oct. 4 (A.P.).—The 
“American Bankers Association, conclud- 
.ing the business sessions of its fifty- 
‘fourth annual convention, today by 
unanimous action adopted a resolution 
HZavoring “some reasonable manner of 
limiting the practice of withdrawals 
‘from banks by corporations for the 
purposes of making loans on stock ex- 
change securities.” 

Such a limitation of loans for specu- 
‘lation, it was held, could be based 
“upon the maintenance of normal bal- 
ances which should not be disturbed 
by those who take part in stock-ex- 
change loans.” 

Capital gains tax was characterized 
“uneconomic and unsound in principle” 
in peace times by the bankers, who de- 
clared, “imposition of such a tax is 
doubtless one of the factors in the 
speculative situation in the stock mar- 
ket, as Many persons who have larger 
paper profits hesitate to liquidate now 
in view of the large tax they would 
have to pay.” 

Concerning the agricultural situation, 
the bankers in a resolution expressed 
satisfaction “that within the present 
vear the prices of most farm products 
have recovered more nearly to their pre- 
war relation to the prices of the prod- 
ucts of other industries than has been 
the case in any other year since the 
War.” 

National Readjustment Seen. 


“We believe,” the resolution con- 
tinues, “that this represents a national 
readjustment, due in part to a more 
intelligent. control of agricultural pro- 
duction in relation to consumption de- 


mand, and in part to lower costs of 
production in other. industries which 
are reducing the prices of goods which 
farmers must buy. 

‘ “We urge the cooperation of our 
members in the activities of our agri- 
cultural commission in the introduc- 
fion of improved live stock and im- 
proved methods of production and 
marketing in their own localities. 

“We believe that an important con- 
tribution to remedying the agricultural 
depression lies in the adoption of 
methods which will lower the unit cost 
of production and believe that the 
agricultural colleges and experimental 
stations are successfully developing the 
Means by which they may be accom- 
plished. 

“We believe also that agriculture suf- 
fers from a lack of a comprehensive na- 
tional agricultural policy, due to the 
complexity of the subject, which had 
required wide national discussions and 
we urge upon Congress diligent con- 
tinued attention to the remedying of 
this situation.” 


Control of Surplus Funds, 


The bankers declared their belief that 
Aas time goes on the banking system of 
the country again will have “proper 


control over the surplus funds of the 
country,” with the aid of some measure 
limiting loans for speculation. 

Various bills to amend section 5219 
of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States were condemned, the bankers 
holding that the section protects na- 
tional banks against discriminatory 
taxation by States.

“Present values may doubtless be 
taken as representing the maximum of 
deflation—the decline has run its 
course.” H. L. Russell, dean of the Col- 
lege of Wisconsin, told the convention.

Dr. Russell, an authority on agricul- 
tural problems, declared “it is futile to 
expect that farm land valuations can 
wisely again approach war-time levels.” 

Land tax is now the chief burden of 
the farmer, Dr. Russell believes. “The 
ratio of land tax to the cash rent of 
farms formerly was about one-tenth to 
one-eighth of the rent received, but it 
has now risen in many places to one- 
third and even one-half of the income,” 
b- said.

Tried to Save Life 


Bootleggers Take Nicola 
and Injured Aids 
to Hospital. 


Prohibition officials of the Balti- 
more-Washington area yesterday start- 
ed an investigation into the automo- 


bile crash at daybreak near Halethorpe, 
Md., in which John Nicola, 32 years old, 
of 1513 ‘Meridian street northwest, an 
undercover agent for the prohibition 
unit, was killed and two other. dry 
agents injured: J 

The machine in which the three law 
enforcers was pursuing another auto 
believed to have been’carrying contra- 
band liquor, hurtled off the road and 
turned over after failing to make a 
sharp turn at Selma avenue and Ridge 
road. John Weigel, 31 years old, and 
Nathaniel Bowes, 57 years old, dry law 
enforcers of Baltimore, were injured. 
A prisoner, whom they were taking to 
Baltimore, was unhurt. 

The occupants of the pursued car, 
hearing the crash, turned back and 
after extricating the dry agents from 
the wreckage took them to the St. 
Agnes Hospital in Baltimore. 

Neither the Baltimore police nor the 
dry agents learned the identity of the 
fugitives, and the _ invesigation of 
which Robert D. Ford and Edward 
Klutz, of the Baltjmore-Washington 
prohibition area, have been placed in 
charge, will be hampered. 

Nicola was pronounced dead upon 
his arrival at the hospital. An inquest 
will be held tonight at 8:30 o’clock in 
the Southwestern Police Station, Balti- 
more, with Coroner Charles Brooks, 
presiding. 

At Laurel, Md., the three dry agents 
arrested a prisoner, whose name police 
were unable to learn, and were return- 
ing him to Baltimore by way of the 
Washington boulevard. At the point 
where the boulevard runs into Ridge 
road, the dry agents reported they 
spotted a machine which they sus- 
pected of being loaded with whisky. 

The agents, with Nicola at the wheel, 
gave chase and for many miles both 
machines traveled at a teriffic pace.

As the two cars approached Halethorpe, 
Nicola was about to overtake the fugi- 


old. 


tive machine, it was said, and in an 
effort to elude capture, the driver of 
the first machine swerved suddenly 
into Selma avenue. Nicola attempted 
to follow around the curve, but his 
machine veered from the roadway and 
crashed into the embankment. 

The dry agents and their prisoner 
were pinned beneath the machine. 
Nicola’s chest was crushed by the cteer- 
ing wheel. Bowes. who had been sit- 
ting on the back seat with the prisoner, 
suffered internal injuries. Besides 
bruises and cuts Waidel was unhurt. 

Because of the darkness of the early 
hour the dry agents were unable to 
ascertain the license number of the 
machine they were pursuing. 

Nicola is a former Washington police- 
man. He served on the force from 
April 20, 1921, to October 11, 1926, 
when he resigned to join the prohibi- 
tion unit. He has been very success- 
ful in his work, it was said.

Work said that the only pilfering he 
had heard about was in connection 
with three souvenir G. O. P. elephants 
which had disappeared under mysteri- 
ous circumstances. 

Former Gov. Henry J. Allen, director 
of the Republican publicity depart- 
ment, declared that he had been 
“scooped” on the robbery, and laughed 
when told about it. The impression 
was gained, however, that Allen and 
Work were more disturbed over the 
incident than they cared to admit.

Satisfied that a mental examination 
has established the sanity of Franklin 
Ellsworth Smith, 50-year-old night 
watchman, who confessed murdering 
his daughter, Bessie Smith, 19 years 
old, by strangling her, Assistant Dist- 
rict Attorney William H. Collins yester- 
day declared he would present Smith's 
case to the grand jury Monday and 
asked a first-degree murder indict- 
ment. 


Collins declared that he had con- 
ferred with Dr. Percy Hickling, District 
alienist, who conducted the mental ex- 
amination and the alienist declared 
he reached the decision that Smith 
was sane, The examination took place 
in the District Jail where the slayer 
is awaiting trial.

An early trial of the case will be 
asked of Chief Justice Walter 1.

Fearful of death in the electric chair, 
which is mandatory upon conviction 
of first-degree murder, Smith is willing 
to plead guilty to second-degree murder, 
it was reported.
